THE MURDERERS OF ABDUL AZIZ 


Answering for Their Orime—Midhat Pasha’s As- 
sertion of Iunooence—The Arabs Excited 
~The Monetary Oonference—Rus- 
sia’s WNihilistic Policy. 


ConsTANTINOPLE, June 28.—In the trial 
of the conspirators yesterday the public 
prosecutor demanded that the penalty of 
death should be pronounced against the 
actual assassins, and that Midhat, Rocbdi, 
and Mahmoud Pashas be condemned to 
fifteen years hard labor. The assassins 
confessed that the assassination was 
ordered by Nouyi Pasha. The replies 
of Ruchdi Pasha in the examination 
fat Smyrna, are systematic deniais of the 
allegations, but are shown even in the 
speeches of Midbat Pasha to be self contra- 
diciory. Midhat Pasha, in his address, re 
butted the 27 points of the ir dictment, and 
deolared that he would never have degraded 
the revolution which he bad glorified and 
which hed been accomplished without 
bloodshed. Mahmoud? Pasha energetically 
denied participation in the crime. The 
session lasted six hours. The members of 
the diplomatic body and’a large number of 
spectators attended the trial,

STATE RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS, 


“Tt is buta few years,’’ says the Railway Age, 
“since the plan of esiablishing a board to take 
al cognizance of railway companies, and to 
whom detailed reports of the annual operations 
of these companies are to be made, was inaugu- 
rated. This step was taken in some of the western 
states with a hostile pu against the railways, 
the avowed object being to hold the roads in 
check, and to treat them asa dangerous ele- 
ment which needed oversight and often pun- 
ishment. During the prevalence of the granger 
excitement, some of these state commissioners 
justified public expectation and displayed a hos- 
tility to the railways as severe as it was unreason~ 
able. The plan, however, of requiring the 
railway Ccompaniesto make full reperts of their 
operations to the state proved very useful, and 
while the artagonism of the granger spirit ere 
long subsided, the idea of having an officer or 
board of officers in direct charge of 
railway metters grew in favor, and has been 
adopted from year to year by an increasing num- 
ber of states. There are now twenty states hay~ 
ing one or more railroad commissioners. Besides 
these the states of New York and Pennsylvania 
require detailed reports from all the railway 
companies to certain state officers, who, how- 
ever, are not given the power of supervision ex- 
ercised by way commissioners several) other 
states have boards composed of state officers 
whose special duty is only to assess railroad prop- 
erty.’

Dave Wa!ler—they having received inter- 
nal ipjuries, The injuries of the other 
three are only slight. Too much praise 
cannot be spoken of the men who so 
promptly responded to tle cries for help, 
rushing as they did through @ terrible gale 
of wind, with the sand filling their eyes 
and the cries of the multitude drowning 
their courage.

“Fhe Georgians.” 

Some young person with well defined 
aspirations, but with no well-defined 
purpose, wrote to THr ConstiruTion the 
other day concerning the status and 
prospects of ‘“‘southern’’ literature so- 
called. We have no time just now to fish 
the hatter from the depths of the waste 
basket, but the core of the communica- 
tion, as we remember, was the difficulty 
which southern writers experience in 
making their way at the north. Follow- 
ing hard upon the announcement au- 
thorized by the editor of Scribner’s 
Monthly that the July number of that 
magazine would contain articles from 
seven southerners, and that, in addition 
the editor had on hand enough accepta- 
ble matter from southern writers to fill 
several issues of the Monthly, it was 
thought best to give the communication 
over to oblivion, albeit it 
would have served admirably as an 
excuse exceedingly sug- 
gestive comments. The idea that there 
is a disposition either in Boston or in 
New York to ignore acceptable literary 
matter because it happens-to be from the 
pen of a southern writer is absurd. 
The great difficulty has been and is for 
southern writers to rid themselves of cer- 
" tain tendencies toromanticism which are 
not only preposterous in themselves but 
deadly in their effects upon literary art. 
W hen southern writers divest themselves 
thoroughly of every trace of sectional- 
ism and view all things from the artistic 
standpoint, they will tind no difficulty in 
making their way. In fact,they will 
find less ditliculty than the writers of 
any other section. Circumstances have 
invested everything in the literature 


for some 


and life of the south with pro- 
found interest, and the  wri- 
ter who shall truthfully present 


and reproduce the characters and condi- 
tions by which he has been surrounded, 
however narrow and provincial they may 
be, is sure of fame. This is true of any 
and al! sections, but the circumstances to 
which we have alluded have made it 
particularly true of the south. 
We have before us a volume®* which is 
in some sort an exemplification of what 
- we have said. Itis the first book of a 
Georgia author, and it is printed in Bos- 
ton! It is published anonymously, in 
accordance with the plan of the series of 
which it is part, but there are evidences 
in the volume itself which, while they 
will not be detected by the uncrit- 
ical reader, are sufficient to show 
that- the book is the first studied 
effort of a young writer. These evi- 
dences, let us hasten to -say, are not 


° 


have projected upon a tropical Creole 
background a series of pic- 
tures of southern society as 
it existed up to the war and for a time 
thereafter; we bave the cession of 
Louisiana and the disturbance it created 
standing for the reconstruction. The re- 
sult cannot but be confusing—we had al- 
most said distressing. It is not the pic- 
tures of society to which we object, but 
to the confusing timidity which suzgests 
a totally foreign background. To take 
away the Creole surroundings may de- 
stroy in some degree the picturesque 
features of the story, but it would add 
greatly to its veracity as a study of 
southern society. Genius, however, will 
have its own way, and we allude to these 
things here to show wherein “The Geor- 
“gians’’ is more satisfactory as a pure 
literary work. 

“The Georgians,” as its title indi- 
cates, deals with the history of a 
Georgia family, the scene being laid in 
and around Atlanta. Even the Russian 
countess, Madame Felicia Orlanoff, who 
is the heroine of the story, is a Georgian, 
and the fact tliat she is a countess at all 
rather detracts from the serious interest 
of the-volume. It is no more necessary 
to the effect of the story that she should 
be a countess than that Marcus Laurens, 
the hero, should be an Italian nobleman, 
instead of a Georgia farmer. The fact 
that the study of Georgia life and char- 
acter is, to all appearance, strictly inci- 
dental] subordinate to the narrative, adds 
zest and emphasis to its almost literal 
truthfulness. Within certain limitations 
—and very unnecessary ones, it seems to 
us—there is no more faithful picture of 
certain phases of southern society 
than are given in this book. There are 
hints here and there—elusive 
and vague when we come to 
examine them closely—thatthe impulses 
as well as the intentions of the author 
have been studiously restrained, and 
these give a certain degree of piquancy 
to the people that in another volume the 
social characterization, which is subordi- 
nate in “The Georgians,” will be pur- 
sued with a firmer hand and freer pur- 
pose. 

We judge that the author of “The 
‘(7eorgians’” isa woman. Indeed, it is 
simply impossible that the remarkable 
analysis of Madame Orlanoff’s charac- 
ter and emotions shou!d have been writ- 
ten byaman. Thisanalysis is keen and 
vivid, and subtle enough to rank as a 
pychological study. The authorof “The 
‘“(Veorgians” has that facility of expres- 


vane which is as valuable to a novelist as 


‘magination,and here and there through- 
out the volume are evidences of a humor 
which is at once sly and discreet. There 
are no elaborate efforts to render the 
cracker and negro dialects, but wherever 
the attempt is made it is successful. 
“The Georgians” is a genuine picture of 
certain phases of life and society in the 
south. The author seems to possess 
lively southern sympathies, but these 
are mellowed and chastened by tenderly 
severe Puritan touches here and there 
that are altogether delightful. The addi- 
tion (and in conclusion) “The Geor- 
“gians’ isa pure and wholesome book 
from beginning to end.

The Great Southern Fair.

There isto be a world’s fair in this country 
next autumn, which promises to be of the great- 
est interest and to be followed by the most bene~ 
ficial results. Itisthe International cotton ex- 
position, which is to be opened at Atlanta, the 
most enterprising of southern cities, on the 5th 
of October. 

Though it is called a cotton fair, it will be in 
reality much more than that. The project for the 
exhibiftiun has been received with so much favor 
that the managers have decided to greatly ex- 
pand their original idea The cotton department, 
therefore, will be made the central and distinct- 
ive feature of a comprehensive display of the 
products of industry; and the natural riches of 
the southern states especially will be prominent- 


ly brought before visitors. Contributions 
from the manufacturers of Europe 
and of all parts of this country will be 


received, aud the director general of the fair 
says he already has ma’ y applications for sp:ce 
from business men, and is receiving more. ‘‘There 
will bea place for every product of human 
thought and labor,’’ he tod a reporter of the 
Boston Adveriiser, ‘“‘uniess it should be in any 
way dangeyous or offensive’’ That is, so far as 
possible, it is to be made a universal exhibition, 

But asan exhibit of the mineral, agricultural, 
and manufacturing resources of the south, fhe 
Atianta fair will have its chief interest and 
greatest value. A full and properly arranged 
display of what the southern states are producing 
and o: their rem:zrkable mineral wealth, will 
help to draw the attention of the world to the 
natural advantages and wonderful possibilities 
of that incomparably fertile region. Its fame as 
the great seat of cotton culture is alroady univer 
sal; bat its capabilities in other directions are 
little uuderstood, even bere at the north. 

The cotton department of the exhibition will 
be very complete, and will cout-in many novel 
features which will make it attractive to every- 
body who isinterested in thestaple. Adjoining 
Uglethorpe park, where the fair buildings are to 
be placed, grounds have been secured for a prac~ 
tical display of cotton culture. On half acre 
plots, contestants fora premium for superiority 
in this branch of agriculture will plant, culti- 
vate, and ga:hertheir crops. Specimens of every 
variety of cotton will be found growing in the 
park, and visitors will be able t see the plant at 
each stage from its germination tomaturity. Ex- 
hibits of cotton seeds and of all the impiements 
used in the cultivation of cotton will be made, 
and the various machines designed to prepare it 
for market will be in active operation in the 
buildings. A model cotton mill on @ great scale 
will also be erected. The intention is to make at 
Atlanta next October the fullest exhibition ever 
presented of all that concerns the raising and 
preparation of cotion. 

Another feature of the fair which will have 
great value will be the display of specimens olf 
the ores, soils, minerals, native woods, indige- 
nous plants, and other natural products of the 
southern states. These are to be collected by the 
railroad Companies and by individuals, and will 
occupy three buildings They will serve to 
convey to those who see them an idea of the va-~ 
riety and inexhaustible extent of southero natu- 
ral resources. Aud these resources are as yet 
developed to only a slight extent. 

It will be seen, therefore, that the Atlanta fair 
promises to have a unique character, and to be 
of great advantage not ouly to the south, but to 
the rest o the world also, in increasing and 


. spreading knowledge of the natural wealth and 


industrial progress of the states which were so 
lately devastated by war. It will also prove to 
everybody, what their enormous cotton crops 
during the last ten years have shown, that the 
southern people are workin, hard and intelligent- 
ly to restore their lost fortuues.

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THE EXPOSITION. 


The Keturn of the Kimball Party from 
the Expositions Pilgrimage. 

Direcior-General H. I. Kimball acd Sam 
W. Small returned to the city yesterday 
aftera flying but remarkably successful 
trip to the north and west in the interest of 
the cotton exposition. Messrs. Kimball 
and Small left on Thursday the 16th, and 
during the foilowing ten days worked with 


characteristic energy and with the most 
gratifying success. in conversation with a 
Constitution reporter yesterday Mr, Kim 
ball remarked : 

“Sinee the 16th we have traveled more 
than 4,000 miles, slept in bed but once and 
have addressed peopie every day and some- 
times twice a day, and at no time bas there 
been a lack of interest shown. On the con 
trary the interest in the exposition bes 
been overwhelming, and we come back, 
after ten days’ work, with the exposition 
$25,000 better off than when we left. At 
Chicago we met Colonel Thomas Harde 
men.” 

“The exposition is very well supplied 
with funds, it would seem from the contin 
ued successes,’ observed the reporter. 

“Yes, and as I gather the money I see the 
necessity for a more liberal expendiiure of 
it Originally. when we contemplated 
making the exposition only a cotton fair, 
we regarded it as necessary to Charge ex- 
hibitors for floor space, fearing that ,the re 
ceipts without this would fall sbort of the 
expenditures. It is now apparent that the 
overwheiming crowd will enabie us to pay 
expenses without charging for floor space, 
and exhibitors will be charged only the env 
trance fee of $2500 [nis, wih the gate 
money, will be the exposition’s source of 
reverue Of course the railroads will be 
charged floor space, as tbe rai. road building 
will be erected solely for their benefit.” 

“Where did you go from here?’ asked 
‘the reporter 

“Friday, the 17th, we were in Cincinnati 
and were in New York Saturday. We were 
in Boston Monday, Chicago Wednesday, 
St. Louis Thursday and Friday, Louisville 
Saturday, Sunday and Monday in Nashville 


and Tuesday we are in Atianta. There, 
you have the circuit we have made.”’ 
“Well, bow about the money’? Where 


does it come from?” 

“The Chicago board of trade pledged $5, 
000; St. Louis cotton exchange acd mer- 
chants’ exchange pledged $10,000 and the 
board of trade of Louisville pledged $10,- 
000; Nashville pledged $5,000. Theenthu 
siasm is overwheiming. in s-. Louis, Gov- 
ernor Stannard meade acapital speeca and 
asserted that the’exposition would te 
worth $50,000 000 tuthe south. Colonel! 
Palmour ina speech on the same occasion 
suid many good things for us. The crowd 
which is comi:g wil! be immense, and the 
people of Atienia will have to throw open 
their houses—it-will be all that we can do 
to accommodate the vast crowds that are 
coming.’* 

Yesterday Mr Kimi all was kept busy es 
could be. In the afteraoon a meeting of 
the executive committee was beld, at which 
Dr. A.L Kennedy, who was largely identi- 
fied with the department Of awards at the 
centennial, was confirmed as chief of the 
department of awards for the exposition. 

Mr. Kimball has never made any claims 
to oratory, but he is rapidly coming to the 
front in that line, his Gordon banquet 
speech and his late Louisville effort stam p- 
ing him as a goodspeaker as well as a man 
of great forésight and business energy. 

In this connection the following from 
the Boulder (Colorado) News and Courier, 
me | prove of interest: 

“From Charles T. Sabin, chief of the depart- 
ment of engineering aud machinery, we receive 
a descriptive prospectusof the so-called ‘cotton 
exposition,’ but really an international exposi- 
tion of all kinds of materials used in manufac~ 
tures, the arts, sciences, etc. 
will be held at Atlanta, Georgia, commencing 
October 5 and closing December 31, i881. As 
Georgia isa gold mining state, the great centen- 
nial state should not allow her to carry off the 
._prizes for minerals. Steps should be immediately 
taken to properly reprssent Colorado at this 
exposition, We know it would please the director- 
general of the whole business, Hon. H.1, Kim- 
ball, and our old friend Sabin as well, for us to 
mekca big representation, as both are old Colora 
dans, and both use every means in their power to 
give us accommodations commensurate with the 
importance of the mining interest. This is au 
opportunity to advertise Colorado to a people who 
have but little accurate knowledge of our re- 
sources,”

The Oontest Over the Proposition to 
Sellithe Library Building. 

Yesterday was the appointed time for settling 
the quéstion of sale or non-sale of the Young 
Men’s library bailding. About seven hundred 
and fifty members are up with their dues and 
entitled to voie. Therefore a spirited contest was 
expected. Aftersome little delay the polls were 
opened, and about half-past two the first vote on 


the question was dropped into the ballot box. 
About that time the following circular was 
placed where it could be readily seen, and was 
also handed arouud in a quiet way: 

‘Cap the Library association, in the event of a 
sale, so Invest the twenty thousand dollars that it 
will double in ten years; or loau it at such an ad- 
yance on the legal rates as to increase the amount 
to forty thousand dollars, and have an aunual in- 
come of at least three thousand dollars? Is there 
a single business man on the active list that be- 
lieves fora moment that this can be acc: mplish-: 
ead’? Yet this will be the coudi.von of the associa- 
tion at the expiration of ten years if they decide 
to remain. 

‘‘One proposition of the Milburn wagon compa- 
ny was to take the rooms and pay the bonds in 
eight yearsanda half; the Other was to take 
themon afive year lease. The board thought 
this the best for the association, and embodied it 
in their report. This throws the bonded debt out 
of the coutroversy and leaves the library unen- 
cumbered Who doubts the building will not 
seli for forty thousaad dollars ten years heuce, or 
the stores will not bring three thousand dollars 
perannum’ Let there be a full and fair expres- 
sion. A MEMBER ”’ 

Matters progressed smoothly for an hour and a 
half, when another circular, reading as follows, 
made its appeara ce: 

‘The library can‘obtain the Angier building, on 
corner of Broadand Alabama streets, for $21,000. 
The stores in that building vow rent for 
$1.500 to $2,000 a year, This rental during the 
next ten years can be applied to the purposes of 
the jibrary, and need not be expended in paying 
a bounded debt. The annual interest of $900 on 
the bonded debt will be saved. 

“This location can be approached from the 
bridge, and the Whitehall crossing avoided. It 
is convenient to the Whitehal)l street stores, and 
to all the street car lines, and is accessible at all 
times to ladies. 

‘It solves the problem of a lccation—accessible, 
equally to bu th sidesof the railroad. Who doubts 
but that this property will in ten years be worth 
$40.0007 - 

Come out and vote. ANOTHER MEMBER.”’ 

There was no great rush, the members voting 
qnietly,and while they appeared to feel the 
importance of the question which they were 
about to decide, there was no great enthusiasm 
manifested by either side 

Atcight o'clock the poll!s closed and the voting 
ceased. Alter a short while the managers com- 
pleted the count and submitted the following as

A REPLY TO MR. LAMAR 


By Mr. William H.Sparks Concerning 
an Ancient Matter. 

EXprtors Constitution: Ip your issue of 
Friday last is a communication from Mr. 
Albert Lamar, a highly intelligent and re- 
spectabie gentleman of this state. 

In this communication I am charged 
with making a most unjust and unfounded 
attack upon General Elijah Clarke and his 
son, General John Clarke. This charge is 
predicated upon the statement in my com- 
munication, recently published, upon the 
character and public services of W. H. 
Crawford. In this article I say, “About 
this time there was forming the scheme 
which culminated in the famous Yazoo 
fraud, The famous Elijah Clarke, and his 
no less famous son, John Clarke, were sap- 
posed to be interested in this stupendous 
scheme.’ I certainly made no charge 
of the sort, but merely repeated what was 
charged against these two men at the time, 
and which was again and again reiterated 
by the press in 1824 and 1825, when the 
names of the original stockholders in that 
company were published, in which tne 
names of Elijah and John Clarke appeared. 

I had not the 
list of stockholders before me at the time 
of writing, but well! remember the c e 
made and denied when the list was pu 
lished, and the correctness of this list was 
never publicly disputed. At this time 
party excitement was very great, and 
many things were published against 
both Clarke and Crawford that wore not 
well founded in fact, and this pub. ication 
may have been one of them. But it cer 
tainly was charged and generally believed; 
hence the supposition.

might be attended with better success. A 
challenge was sent to Mr. Crawford and 
accepted. Un the day of the meeting, 
Clarke and his seconds harrassed him with 
quibbles and controversies unt:] he wa: out 
of temper and off his guard. When he 
took his position his disengaged arm 
wes forgotten and wes suffered t» 
have oatside his body. General Clarke's 
bali siruck his exposed wrist. Cla ée’s 
bacred was increased instead of lei: v ap 
peased by this accidental success. He re 
neweu his challenge without any reuewed 
offense, and continued as long as he lived 
in Georgia to obstruct by all tne means he 
could command the way of Mr. Crawford's 
political advancement.”’ 

Now, as to this slur upon the Clarkes by 
me, which offense is charged by Mr. Lamar 
This charge is gratuitous and untrue, I cut 
and intended no siur on either oi the 
Clarkes; I wrote from the records and have 
adduced it here. 

In my article [stated clearly from the 
record the trial of Judge Tait and its re 
salts. In the report of the com- 
aittees to whom General Clarke's charges 
against Judge Tait were referred, cccurs 
these passage-: ‘From a thorough consider- 
ution of tbe testimony so received, it 
appears to your committee, that a warrant 
for vegro stealing was issued in the town 
of Salisbury, in the state of North Carolina, 
bearing date 7th day of November, 1805, 
against one Robert Clary, which warrant 
was placed in the bands of one Josiah 
Glass, which warrant was presented to 
Juige Tait, and by him backed, in the 
town of Sparte, on the 24th of February 
last (this report was made in November, 
1806, and therefore this could not have 
been an old warrant, es stated by Mr. 
Lamar); that Rober Clary was arrested upon 
said warrant and carried to Greene superior 
court by Glass. That on the first day of that 
court Glass requested, by letters, the judge 
to attend and take the examination of a 
man then in his custody, who would make 
confessions highly interesting to the state 
and United States. That on the night of 
the same day he, accompanied by Oliver 
Skinner, an attorney, attended to take the 
examination This was not completed on 
the first evening, but in company with the 
same Mr. Skinner, was finished on the fol- 
lowing evenitg. Glass was given a certified 
copy of this confession to take to North 
Carolina. 


“That from the whole of the evidence 


taken it does not appear that Judge 
Tait had any connection with 
either Glass or Clary, or knew 
what confession Clary would make. That 


the conduct of the judge through the whole 
transaction appears to be fair and upright, 
and to have been done from a sense of duty. 

‘Your committee are decidedly of opinion 
that no improper orcorrupt motives can be 
with justice or truth, impated to the judge 
on that occasion, and that if the reputation 
of the memorialist has been injured by the 
confession, such injury cannot with pre- 
priety, or truth, be imputed to the judge on 
that occasion. Your committee forbear 
further comments, and recommend the 
adoption of the following resolutions: 

“Resolved, That. the several charges ex- 
hibited against the Hon. Charles Tait in 
the memorial of General John Clarke, are 
unfounded in fact and unsupported by ey:- 
dence. 

‘Resolved, That the official conduct of the 
Hon. Charlies Tait entitles him to the confi 
dence of this house and his fellow-citizens,”’ 

The first of these resolutions was adopted 
by a vote of 53 yeas, nays 3. The second 
by yeas 52, nays 4. 

Judge Tait was elected judge by a decided 
vote; was transferred to the United States 
senate where he served two terms, and was 
then appointed district judge of the United 


seem to be 
as good evidence of his 
being a gentieman, as the hanging the por- 
trait of General Clarke near thatof Troupe 
and Crawford in the state house, is of his 
being an honorable man. 

Mr. Lamar says, or intimates, that I 
wrote from a loveof Mr.Crawford. ThatlI 
revere the memory of Mr. Crawford is very 
true. Itisequally true that I entertain no 
animosity or disrespect toward General 
Clarke, and .t is witb[reluctance I produce 
these records in vindication of the truth of 
what I have written. I fancy it Mr. La- 
mar’s nature had been as free from preju- 
dice, or unworthy memories, he had not 
attempted the charge which he has made 
against me. 

The evidence is before the* people. Let 
them decide as to the truth and credit due 
to the two statements. Mr. Lamar says he 
has the pamphlet which I dentdunced as 
abusive and vindictive. I fancy it is the 
only one in existence, and [ am _ perfectly 


sure he gets his facts from this. Mine are 
from the records of the state.

Prevailing to a Considerable Extent 
on Account of the Variable Weather.

ady was produced from local 
causes, and there are no 
fears of the disease “becoming  epi- 
demic. Indeed, there are more or less 


cases Of sporadic cholera every year, nota-~ 
bly inJuue. Dr. Reamy told an Enquirer 
reporter last night that the case of Mrs. 
Newburger need cause no alarm. As there 
is a great deal of confusion existing in the 
minds of the public relative to the differ- 
ence between sporadic cholera, Asiatic 
cholera and cholera morbus, Dr. Reamy 
gave the distinction between what is really 
ee grades of the same disease, ag fol- 
ows: 

Sporadic is a term applied to diseases not 
epidemic—nor, indeed, endemic—but few 
persons suffering in a locality. In sporedic 
cholera each case may have its pe-culiar 
cause, though, of course, commop causes 
may exist. 

Cholera morbus is a dis2ase depending 
largely upon sudden changes of tem pera~ 
ture, notably marked reduction of the tem- 
perature after very warm weather. Unp- 
questionably, the prevalence of diarrhea 
and cholera morbus in our city at the 
peeees time is due to this cause, chiefly. 

holera morbus is a caiarrh of the stomach 
and bowels. Unripe fruits and vegetables 
may induce an attack therefore, but far 
mors likely when the atmospheric 
conditions are favorable. In many severe 
cases the symptoms, and indeed the patho- 
logical lessons, are identical with those of 
true cholera. The copious, watery stools 
(rice water), draining the system of blood 
and the patient dying in collapse. Such

y disease yields to readily and 
to treatment as this. . a 

True epidemic, or so-called Adiatic 
cholera, is an acute infectious disease, and 
may be endemic or epidemic. It seems 
probable that it is propagated br a cholera 
germ. The disease is not com municated 
by exposure tO @ patient affected. The 
germs are in the matter dejected from 
the sufferer, but not in a form for pro- 

ting the disease. Time must elapse, 
Y hen the evacuation first occurs the mate- 
rial is inocuous; hence, if thorough disin- 
fection is pmemows, there is no danger at 
all. But if the watereupply is bad, or the

no ¢vidences that any true cholera germs 
are in this country, nor do I suppose that 
any will be imported.
